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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claims 1 and 10 originally required "... at least a subset of the plurality of memory card interfaces being 
selectively operable to interface with a plurality of memory cards of a first type Claims 1 and 10, as amended, now only require "... 
memory card of a first type ..." and "... a memory card of a second type ...". Claims 1 and 10 no longer require interfacing/accessing a 
plurality of memory cards of the first type. Furthermore, claims 7 and 16 required "... the first and second subset of memory card 
interfaces are accessible in parallel." Claims 1 and 10, as amended only require accessing a memory card of the first type and a 
memory card of the second type in parallel (i.e.: a single memory card of the first type and a single memory card of the second type). 
Thus, the amendments to claims 1,10, and 19 change the scope of the invention, thereby requiring further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 10. Other: Claims 1-21 remain rejected as set forth in the office action mailed on 9/2/2004.
